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ALLOWANCE 

Claims 11-15, 30-33, 37-39 and 41-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 11, 30 and 41, prior art of record is silent to teaching a power 
source or a wireless communication device having a power management comprising: 
first and second batteries; 

a power management configured to determine whether the processor is 
operating in the traffic state or the idle state / current load; 

determine, based on the required current / operating state, whether to operate 
each of the first and second batteries in a pulse current discharge mode or to 
continuously couple the first and second batteries to the processor/load; 

operate each of the first and second batteries in the pulse current discharge 
mode while supplying continuous current to the processor/load when no voltage 
differential exists between the first and second batteries and when the wireless 
communications device is in the traffic state/ current load above a threshold; and 

continuously couple the first and second batteries to the processor / load when 
no voltage differential exists between the first and second batteries and when the 
wireless communications device is in the idle state / current load below the threshold. 
See fig. 4 and Remarked filed 1 1/10/09, pages 9-10.
